WHEREAS, there is a need to better understand the number, 
impact, and cost of alcohol-related motor vehicle accidents and 
alcohol-related injuries in the State; and. 

WHEREAS, quantifying the effects of these accidents and 
injuries will help demonstrate the need for enhanced prevention 
efforts and to prepare for and address their associated 
financial costs; now, therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the Twenty-eighth 
Legislature of the State of Hawaii, Regular Session of 2015, the 
House of Representatives concurring, that the Department of 
Health is requested to assess the incidence of alcohol-related 
motor vehicle accidents and alcohol-related injuries in the 
State and 'thei'r issociated medical costs ;  and
